FOR  BRITISH  LEPERS. 


FOR  EWORD. 

T  TNTIL  1914  there  existed  in  this  country  no  institution  in  which  lepers 
^  could  find  refuge.  It  is  roughly  estimated  that  there  are  from  50  to 
100  lepers  in  the  British  Isles  at  the  present  time.  These  have  contracted 
the  disease,  with  a  few  rare  exceptions,  in  the  Colonies  or  elsewhere 
abroad. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  specific  and  certain  cure  for  leprosy. 
It  is  a  cruel  disease  associated  with  great  disfigurement  and  helplessness, 
and  its  very  name  is  liable  to  excite  horror  and  repulsion.  Hence  the 
victims  of  it  are  apt  to  be  shunned  and  neglected.  They  are  not  readily 
received  in  hospitals,  and  it  is  with  the  utmost  difficulty  that  they  can 
find  a  lodging.  To  meet  this  great  need  the  Homes  of  St.  Giles  came 
into  existence.

An  estate  of  twenty-seven  acres  with  a  small  farmhouse  in  a  secluded 
part  of  Essex  was  bought  for  the  purpose.  Bungalows  were  erected  for 
the  reception  of  the  patients.  The  old  farmhouse  was  enlarged  to 
accommodate  the  nurses,  and  the  other  buildings  were  added,  such  as  a 
small  chapel  (made  out  of  an  old  barn),  a  chaplain’s  house,  gardener’s 
cottage,  guest  house,  laundry,  and  a  medical  block  containing  a  small 
operating  room. 

There  the  patients  are  tended  by  the  Mother  and  Sisters  of  the 
Community  of  St.  Giles,  who  devote  their  lives  to  this  work.  They 
receive  regular  medical  treatment,  and  their  spiritual  needs  are  served  by 
a  resident  chaplain. 

The  Homes  are  entire^  unsectarian,  and  the  only  condition  for 
admission  is  that  the  sufferer  be  a  British  subject  and  resident  within  the 
British  Isles.  There  is  accommodation  in  the  Homes  for  about  twelve 
male  and  two  female  patients.  Patients  with  means  are  expected  to 
contribute  what  they  can  afford,  but  those  without  means  are  equally 
welcome. 

All  this  work  has  been  done  by  voluntary  subscription  without 
Government  help,  and  we  earnestly  appeal  to  you  to  enable  it  to  be 
carried  on.

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Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


AT  the  end  of  1931  there  were  resident  in  the  Homes  ten  patients 
suffering  from  leprosy,  the  majority  of  whom  were  severely  afflicted. 
In  addition,  there  was  one  case  whose  disease  was  in  a  quiescent  non- 
infective  phase,  who  was  able  to  live  with  safety  outside  the  Homes  and 
was  seen  from  time  to  time  as  an  out-patient,  and  four  other  arrested 
cases  living  outside  receiving  periodic  advice  and  treatment. 

In  the  spring  one  of  the  younger  patients  died,  a  boy  who  came  to 
England  from  Brazil,  and  in  November  the  vacant  place  caused  by  his 
death  was  filled  by  a  middle-aged  man  who  had  suffered  from  leprosy  for 
over  30  years.  At  the  present  time  there  are  two  cases  anxiously  awaiting 
admission,  but  who  cannot  be  received  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation. 

During  the  year  no  new  building  has  been  undertaken,  and  the  running 
repairs  and  general  expenses  have  not  been  excessive. 

In  March,  Father  Hardy  was  installed  as  Chaplain  in  succession  to 
Father  Tudball,  who  was  forced  to  retire  on  account  of  indifferent  health. 

We  have  to  report  with  regret  that  owing  to  her  long  and  serious 
illness,  the  Rev.  Mother  Clare  has  had  to  be  off  duty  for  some  months. 
During  her  enforced  absence  Sister  Frances  and  Sister  Rebecca  carried 
on  her  duties  with  quiet  efficiency. 

To  Her  Highness  Princess  Marie  Fouise  and  the  Fellowship  of  St. 
Giles  over  which  she  presides,  the  Committee  are  again  deeply  grateful, 
not  only  for  gifts  and  comforts  supplied  to  the  patients,  but  for  the  grant 
of  £600  to  the  general  funds.  * 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  successful  meeting  in  aid  of  the 
Homes  was  held  at  Chelmsford,  and  the  Bishop  kindly  took  the  Chair. 
To  the  Bishop  and  those  who  helped  him  in  the  organisation  of  this 
meeting  the  Committee  desire  to  tender  thanks.

Hence  it  is  with  diffidence 
that  they  appeal  for  further  subscriptions  or  donations,  but  hope  that 
the  friends  of  St.  Giles  who  have  been  so  generous  in  the  past  will  con¬ 
tinue  their  support,  and  do  what  they  can  to  make  this  work  known  to 
others  and  to  induce  them  to  help. 

We  wish  to  offer  our  thanks  for  the  many  devoted  services  rendered 
by  the  Mother,  Sisters  and  the  Chaplain  to  the  Homes.  We  would  also 
like  to  thank  our  staunch  friends,  Dr.  Ivan  Pirrie,  the  Medical  Officer, 
for  his  care  of  the  patients  and  the  Sisters,  and  for  his  invariable  courtesy 
and  help  in  administration,  Mr.  A.  C.  King,  the  Dental  Surgeon,  Mr.  A. 
W.  Ormond,  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  for  his  gratuitous  services  to  the 
patients,  and  Miss  Haughton,  formerly  Matron  of  Guy’s  Hospital,  who 
is  in  charge  of  the  Guest  House.

Report  of  the  Committee. 


DURING  the  year  1931  the  work  of  the  Fellowship  has  gone  on 
without  any  very  striking  change.  As  is  only  natural  in  this 
very  difficult  year,  some  of  the  country  branches  have  been  unable  to 
attain  to  quite  the  same  high  level  in  their  contributions  as  in  other 
years.  We  have,  however,  been  fortunate  in  the  London  Centre  in 
receiving  generous  sums  as  the  result  of  entertainments  arranged 
respectively  by  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Henn  Collins  and  Mrs.  Paul  Sandlands, 
to  both  of  whom  we  owe  warmest  thanks,  as  also  to  Lady  Trotter 
who  noblv  undertook  the  sale  of  the  tickets  for  the  former’s  dramatic

performance. 

The  experiment  which  was  started  in  January,  1931,  of  sending 
Quarterly  Intercession  Leaflets  to  the  Associates,  has  proved  most 
valuable,  and  has  resulted  in  a  general  feeling  of  closer  intimacy  with 
the  w'ork  of  the  Homes.  Any  subscribers  who  are  not  Associates  but 
would  still  like  to  receive  the  leaflet  are  asked  to  communicate  with 
Miss  Chaplin. 

The  Annual  Meeting  this  year  was  very  well  attended,  and  many 
supporters  from  the  country  branches  joined  with  the  London  Asso¬ 
ciates  in  the  Quiet  Day  in  St.  Augustine’s  Church,  which  preceded 
the  Meeting.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Warden,  the  Rev.  C.  R.  Deakin, 
for  the  inspiring  address  which  came  at  the  close  of  the  Intercessions. 
At  the  Meeting,  which  was  held  in  the  Church  Room,  we  were  glad 
to  welcome  Father  Hardy,  the  new  Chaplain  at  the  Homes,  who  des¬ 
cribed  his  impressions  of  the  life  and  work  there.

The  addresses  given  by  the  Princess 
and  others,  evidently  made  a  deep  impression  on  all  who  heard  them, 
and  resulted  in  a  considerable  addition  to  the  membership.
